WASHINGTON, February 35.—Tho first wit- 


ness before the Danville investigating com- 
mittee was Congressman J. S. Wise, who 
stated the Issues In the various Virginian 
campaigns, lie Introduced papers to show 
tbat the whites brought on the difficulty at 
Danville for political purposes, having de- 
spaired of winning the contest otheiwlse. 
Senator Sherman asked It tbe funders were 
Inspired by objections to persons or to the 
race. Witness said It was objection to the 
race. The men appointed were unobjection- 
able. 


Daring the cross examination by Senator 


Vance several sharp passages at arms oc- 
curred. Wise said to Senator Vance: "wnen 
I first knew 5on, thirty joars agot you be- 
longed to tbe 'know nothing'party; now you 
belong to the 'negro killing' party." Senator 
Vance retorted:. "When I first knew you, 
you were a secession democrat; now you are 
Wise/'*' "Hardly, I wai only nine, years of 
age and o6uld not haye been much ot a seces 
sionist" Senator Vance- "Ob, well, when 
a man pleads the Infancy act I have nothing 
more to-say," 


'A little later Wise said the attitudes of men 
bad changed. "You (to Senator Vance) came 
up to Texas aa a democrat and debt paying, 
when you had repudiated your own debt abd 
had never boon a democrat." Senator Vance 
admitted having boon a "know-nothing" but 
defended himself as against the charge of 


r ever being a repttdlator. "A man who said 
' he had ever advocated repudiation stated that 


which was untrue. Wise hoped Governor 
Vance did not Intend that to be an insult ^ 


' Senator Vance Mid he did not, but wished 


merely to statejbe fact In reply to some asser- 
tions personal to himself. 


Witness said the facts ot the Danville riot 


had been ""ggerated but Its outcropping had 
not- It had boon represented brthe whites 
as a negro uprising and the "whites had boon 
appealed to to assist their fellows in danger 
with their votes. This h&d^alded to secure a 
democratic victory. Wise said he did not ad 
vooate social equality between tbe races. No 
negro had ever presumed to claim social pr.lv- 
lleges by reason of political affiliation with 
him 
Colored members of the legislature 


came to his house to consnlt him, but they 
always came to the kitchen. 


J. B. Balaton, collector of Internal revenue 


at Danville, testified that lie' had always re 
garded the Danville circular as a political 
canard. lie bad no hesitation in saying that_ 
the riot w.ould not have occurred but for In- 
flammatory speeches made by democratic c»n- 
dldates and equally inflammatory articles In 
democratic newspapers. Preparations made 
before the riot Indicated that there might be 
trouble and caused grave apprehensions 
among

atoiage In unusual places. One ot these 
placed of storage, was an Insurance office near 
where the riot occurred 
The arms were car- 


lied In and stored In the yard ot this Insur- 
ance office the morning before tbe riot DC 
ctirred. 


A colored man named Porleel testified tbat 


that every white man, he saw oh the day of 
the riot was armed. A white boy, between 
ntte«n and twenty years of age, had pistols 
and shotguns In his hands. He did not see any 
colored people with arms.

'Ihls does 
not grout a "pension to" all widows, but 
to widows who aro or become -pensioners. 
It grants relief to many worthy claimants 
Those husbaudi wore disabled by reason of 
lelr military service aijd were destined to dlo 
rom some specific disease from which they 
were lingering but an acute disease Intofven- 
ug and causing death. Such claimants were 
arred owing to the Immediate causa of death 
ot being due to the service. This bill Is the 
esult of demands which the government is 
uablo to meet under existing laws. A soldier 
or example who was In every battle of tho 
'otomac trnm '61 to 'CD, but who was neither 
wounded nor Iu a hospital, now becomes dls- 
bled by reason of a disease contracted in the- 
ervlce. Under the existing laws the govern- 
tent cannot help auch soldier, but this bill 
roposes not only to pension him too hut also 
pension his widow

1 he c ibe of the People vs Failor was ogam 
ailed Iu Justice Pitley's court jesterduj 
loruiug uhortif after nine o'clock. 
Augustus HolMrom was the first Witness 
worn. He testified as follows 
I am acquainted with the defendant; was 


n the dining room of the institute on the IGth 
nst, but was not in the play room where the 
rouble occurred. Afterwards I was shown a 
ole In the wall made b.\ a bullet and -saw a 
ullet picked up oil of the fioor by one of the 
w>s. The bullet was a little battered. I 
was present In the dining room that evening 
when Mr Fallor came, in to dismiss the chll- 


ren from the table. Wolpe.t came in with 
club. He threatened Fallor and there was 
scuffle. Fallor had a pistol In his band. I 
ave been at work in tlie institute since Octo- 
ber 4th. 


Crossexamlnation—Myattention was called 


0 the break in tlie plastering by the boys, 
'here are many other holes Iu the plaster in 
he room, 'Ihe hole was smaller than tbe 
there 
The bullet was a small conical one, 


thlnkaSa eaJIber. Afterwards 1 picked up 
he club used by Wolperc In the dining room, 
t was a pine stick about IS or 20 Inches long 
nd an Inch and a half In thickness 
Helen Everett was next sworn. She tastl- 
ed: "1 have been cooking at the Deaf Mute 
nstitute for five or six months and know 
xith the prosecuting wltnew and the defend- 
nt.

I 
eard a noise In the boys' play room, but 
bought they were plajlng, heard various 
olsea, oneadqad thud 
Afterwards I Went

1 did not see any of tbe 


rouble In the play-room. In the dining room 
heard Wolpert-trj Ing to get Mr. Fallor to 
Klit with him 
I did not see anything; In 


'ailor's hand. Nearly ail of tho children 
were present at tb.e time. 


Hugh Harbert was next sworn. 
I have boon a teacher at the Deaf Mute io- 


titute over me years. 1 was at the Institute 
n the forenoon of February 16th; did not 
AA nny nf Ihp trnnhlR *w»tw«on Wnlperr ttnrt 
Fallor. 
Went in the Institute about two 


j'clock the next day. Then made an exami- 
nation, of the play-roohi for bullet holes. I 
ound a bullet bole In the plaster In tbe 
southwest comer of the room. The hole -was 
hi the plaster close to the wood work ind 
about S)i feet from the floor. It had tbe ap- 
Htrance ot being crumbled out by tbe force 
of the ball. 1 also examined the wash-room 
or evidences of a shot and found what ap- 
>eared to be tbe dent of a bullet la the win- 
dow c«siug. It was In line with the door 
from tbe play room. 1 saw a revolver In the 
possBs«ion of J. W. Blattner. Two of tbe 
chambers bad the appearance ot having been 
recently discharged the others were rust). 
The pistol was a small nickel-plated one 
wilh 
five 
chambers 
and 
ot 
either 


123 or 32 calber. Professor Blattner told me 
it was the one with which the shooting was 
claimed to have been done. I did not have 
any conversation with Mr. Fallor about the 
shooting. I have no personal knowledge of 
the shooting. My duties at the Institute are 
teaching aclass In the forenoon and supervis- 
ing the boys In the printing room In the after- 
noon. 


Cross examination—I did not see that the 


walls of the play room were battered and 
bruised; only examined tbe room to satisfy 
myself -that shooting had been done; fonnd a 
bole that bad the appearance of having been 
made with a bullet but would not swear tbat 
It was. In the play room the hole was In the 
plaster and just above the wood work. I 
was between one and two o'clock on Sunday 
afternoon when I saw the revolver in Blatt- 
ner's possession, the day after the alleged 
shooting. 


Henry Wolpert, the prosecuting witness, 


was recalled. He testified that on the even- 
ing ot the shooting Wllford Mortimer gave 
him a bullet that he picked up on the floor. 
The witness produced the bullet and it was 
placed In evidence. 
Witness testified that 


the bullet had been in lib possession ever 
since the shooting. Witness said. "I think 
1 would recognize the pistol If I saw it." The 
pistol was produced and the witness said tha 
It looked like tbe same one used by Fallor on 
tbe night of the shooting. 


The prosecuting attorney rested bis case 


and court adjourned until afternoon at one 
o'clock

With the opening ot the court In tlie after 


noon tbe attorney for the defense pioeeeded 
Superintendent Fallor was first placed on th 
stand, He testified substantially as follows 


Lam the defendant In this case andhavi 


been the superintendent of Xhe Deaf Mut 
Institute since last September. I know tha 
the prosecuting witness, Wolpert, was In at- 
tendance at the 'Institute last year and since 
that time, am famllllar with the occurrence 
to which the wauant In this <-a«e refers. Oi 
that night some of tbe bo> s left the dlnini 
room aud went Into theBlayjoom. Iwentli 
and told them to come baek. Wolport was 
there and he and several ot~ tho other boy 
came up and threatened me with their fists 
Wolpert gave signs to the other boys not tc 
obey m$. I thought I had boon Imposed npor 
long enough by Wolpert and In order to In 
tlraldate 
him 
took 
an 
old 
revolve 


from my pocket 
that was not loaded 


I did not shoot; could not have done sotbad 
1 wanted to. Neither did I shoot ID the ha| 
Later 1 went Into tbe dining-room and Wol 
pert came In with a club and threatened t 
hurt me. I did not have any scuffle with him 
at the time. Wolpert frequently disobeyed 
me and slapped the other boys around. Wol 
perl's father had mitten a letter to tbe effec 
tha' hu could control the boy only by brute 
force. The boy (Wolpert) bad trouble, wit 
(he Kennedys, with Professor Downing, an 
on *on0 occasion pulled a handful of ha!
